LUGOSI 
STORY 


BY RICHARD 


THROUGHOUT the history of the "horror" film, 
there have been various Horror Stars to create 
shudders in the audience and gold at the box office. 
One of these, the great Bela Lugosi, has established 
a place all his own in the supernatural world of the 
celluloid, The rich, Continental accent of his voice, 
his dark, sensitive, European features, and his cul- 
tivated manners tinged with overtones of suppressed 
evil, created a fascinating, specialized type of Old 
World eeriness. Despite a previous classical acting 
career in Europe, his successful portrayal of "DRAC- 
ULA” in the film of the same name made the name 
of Bela Lugosi synonymous with vampires and other 
spectral forms, causing him to be “typed” as a 
HORROR performer from that time on, like his 
famous contemporary, Boris Karloft. 

Born Bela Blasko on October 20, 1882 in Lugos, 
Hungary, he was the only child of Paula (von 
Vojnics) and Stephen Blasko, an upper-middle class 
family. At a youthful age, Bela chose to enter the 
acting profession and subsequently enrolled in the 
‘Academy of Theatrical Arts in Budapest. In 1900 
he made his professional debut as Romeo in Shakes- 
peare’s “ROMEO AND JULIET” at the Royal 
National Theatre. Several years later, he became 
one of the leading romantic idols of the National 
Theatre of Hungary, whose repertoire included Ibsen 
and Hamlet, an experience he reminisced happily 
upon in later years.

His film career began in 1910 in Germany, but 
most of his European films were for the Star and 
Phoenix Company in Budapest. At the beginning of 
World War I, in 1914, Lugosi enlisted in the Hun- 
garian Army; later he was promoted to Lieutenant, 
He then served two years on the Serbian frontier, 
and later was reassigned to Russia. During a battle, 
he was wounded three times, and almost lost his 
life in the att of trying to save а comrade’s, At the 
cessation of hostilities in 1918, Lugosi left the service 
as Captain and accepted a governmental position 
in the administration of the theatre in Budapest. 
When the war-weakened government was over- 
thrown by Communistic revolutionaries, Lugosi was 
forced to flee for his Ше because of his democratic 
sympathies, 11 Germany, his film credits revealed 
a brief attempt to resume his acting career. “NECK- 
LACE OF THE DEAD” marked his first appearance 
in a horror film. He portrayed Uncas in “THE LAST 
OF THE MOHICANS” and appeared in ап inter- 
esting version of Dr. Jekyll & Mr. Hyde in “JANUS- 
KORF,” starring Conrad Veidt and directed by 
Е. W. MURNAU. But, still unsure of his personal 
safety, Lugosi decided to leave the Continent and 
start afresh in the U.S. After obtaining a job as 
an assistant engineer on a cargo vessel in Italy, he 
arrived in New Orleans in early 1921. Despite his 
complete unfamiliarity with our language, he de- 
clared himself as a political refugee to the authorities

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and worked his way to New York City where he 
organized his own Hungarian Stock Company. (He 
he producer, director and star!) 

Eventually, a producer sized up Lugosi for a part 
in his new play, "THE RED РОРРҮ” Though the 
producer was aghast at discovering Lugosi's English 
was limited to a few words, he was determined to 
improve Bela's speech, so certain was he of Lugosi 
for the role of Fernando, During the next three 
months preceding the play's opening, Lugosi was 
subjected to a linguistic tutor until he had his lines 
letter-perfect. Despite his performance and the play's 
receiving good notices, the public and the critics 
were unaware that Bela had only a general knowl- 
edge of the dialogue. They didn't realize that he 
had learned his lines by ear (phonetically). Not 
long after, he was approached for a supporting role 
(a spy) in his first U.S. film, Foxs "THE SILENT 
COMMAND" (1923). The following year, he mar- 
ried the former Beatrice Weeks of San Francisco. 
During this period his English improved as he al- 
ternated ከ18 film work with stage roles such as the 
Sheikh of Hammen in “ARABESQUE,” Sergius 
Cheroff in “OPEN HOUSE,” and Father Petros in 
“DEVIL IN THE CHEESE” (with Fredric March) 
His successive stage roles began to slant towards 
the villainous side, as evidenced in his first horror 
play, “THE WEREWOLF” 


the die was finally cast for Lugosi when 
озеп by producer Horace Liveright for 

g role in “DRACULA” over four other 

possible players (two of which were Conrad Veidt 
and Paul Muni). What made the choice so ironically 
right for Lugosi was the fact that he had been 
raised in the legendary vampire mountains of Tran- 
sylvania. The play, which opened on October 27 
of that year, was a success. One critic exclaimed: 
"Haven't seen anything as terrifying аз this since 
"THE ВАТ!” After 500 performances on the Broad- 
way stage, Lugosi toured the U.S. Following two 
years of his role is “DRACULA,” he returned to film 
work. But here his career seemed to receive a set- 
back, His roles were small and insignificant, pos- 
sibly due to both the industry's change-over to sound 
and Lugosi's still imperfect English. His only film 
worth noting was the MGM thriller, "HE THIR- 
TEENTH CHAIR" which was the beginning of 
his association with director Tod Browning. During 
this year, bis marriage to Beatrice having ended, 
Lugosi married his former secretary, Lillian Arch. 
The following уевг, his roles improved, and in 
October of 1930 he was signed for the film version 
of "DRACULA" by Carl Laemmle, Jr, and was 
given a 5 year contract by Universal The studio 
invested $400,000 in the production, most of which 


was spent in creating the weird sets, fotably Dracula’s 
crumbling Transylvanian Castle. Released in Feb- 
ruary of 1931 to an enthusiastic audience, this early

For many fans, this was one 
of Bela's most noteworthy acting achieve- 
ments, 
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"terror" talkie was a landmark, for it was the first 
“chiller” that didn’t reveal its mysticism as the 
source of some carefully-conceived human activity. 
“DRACULA” was the peak of Lugosi's career, and 
a role in which he was to be identified with until 
the end of his life. Immediately after this, he was 
tested for the role of the Monster for "FRANKEN- 
STEIN. His make-up was completely unlike the 
Monster that Karloff ultimately played. Lugosi's 
make-up resembled the "GOLEM" character in the 
film of the same neme, The following year, Uni- 
versal starred him іп one of their earliest Poe adapta- 
tions, “MURDERS IN THE RUE MORGUE.” He 
portrayed Dr. Mirakle, sideshow owner of a mur- 
dering gorilla. Aside from an interesting similarity 
to the German film, “CABINET OF DR. CALI 
GARI,” the film had some exceptionally repelling 
laboratory sequences with Arlene Francis, who play- 
ed one of Lugosi's victims. 

His next important film was “WHITE ZOMBIE,” 
which was probably the biggest and best of all the 
zombie films, He played a plantation overseer who 
uses voodoo powers to raise corpses from their 
graves to obey his evil commands. Its skillful camera- 
work and tropical settings established it аз the 
most interesting study of voodooism thus fer. That 
same year, he appeared in “ISLAND OF LOST 
SOULS” (Paramount), as a leader of a pack of 
animal-men who finally revolt against Dr. Moreau 
(Charles Laughton), whose experiments resulted in

their horrible physical state. Lugosi’s features were 
barely recognizable beneath a thick layer of hair, 
and his brief scenes made his role almost secondary 
to the rest of the cast. 

His next film of any consequence was the stylish 
“THE BLACK CAT” (1934). In this Universal es- 
say on Devil worshippers, Lugosi was teamed with 
Boris Karloff, who portrayed the leader of this evil 
cult. In one of his rare sympathetic roles as Dr. 
Vitus Verdegast, Lugosi blows up himself and Kar- 
loff after skinning the latter alivel This was the 
second and best of his films with Karloff. Their next 
together, “THE RAVEN,” was another Poe adapta- 
tion. Lugosi played the mad, brilliant Dr. Vollin, 
who quoted Poe's lines outrageously and forced Kar- 
loff to do his evil bidding by paralyzing one side 
of Karloff’s face! Their last together, during the 
mid-30's, was “THE INVISIBLE RAY” (1936), an 
excellent science fiction-horror film of its type. In this 
опе, he was a sympathetic scientist killed by his 
former colleague-gone-mad, Karloff, 

The following year, England prohibited horror 
films completely; thus, Hollywood ceased produc- 
tion on all future films of that genre. Lugosi assumed 
that he would get an opportunity for some “straight” 
roles, Unfortunately, Біз typed "horror" image caused 
him to be seen in nothing else, After a period of 
forced inactivity, Lugosi's economic situation worsen- 
ed when he and his pregnant wife sold their large 
home to pay their debts and moved into a small 


apartment. Not long after, Lugosi applied for un- 
employment insurance. His only son, Bela, Jr, was 
born that same year. Fortunately, at this time, pub- 
lic interest in horror films was revived by the the- 
atrical reissue of “FRANKENSTEIN” and "DRAC- 
ULA.” Encouraged by this, Hollywood began to start 
production of new horror films. Lugosi was thereby 
rescued from his unfortunate situation, and the sec- 
ond talkie horror film cycle was born, 

Returning to Universal, he completed the serial, 
“THE PHANTOM CREEPS,” and immediately 
rushed into “THE SON OF FRANKENSTEIN” 
(1939), in which he was teamed with his old co-star, 
Karloff. In this third Frankenstein film of the series, 
Lugosi gave a memorable evil performance as Igor, 
the crazed, crippled blacksmith who uses the Mon- 
ster as an instrument to murder his enemies, It was 
his best remembered role since “DRACULA” He 
then went to England to make a film for the second 
time. In this Monogram chiller, “THE HUMAN 
MONSTER,” Lugosi played two roles, Disguised аз 
a blind keeper of a Home For The Blind, he method- 
ically murdered inmates with the aid of a horribly 
deformed, blind assistant, after first making his уіс- 
tims sign over all their money to his other and 
real self. Returning to America, he appeared in an 
RKO-Kay Kyser spoof on horror films called

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This remarkable photo shows Bela having his pulse 
checked after playing a scene under the spell of a 
fellow actor. Bela was a great believer in realism 
for the many parts he portrayed. 
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“YOU'LL FIND OUT,” with Karloff and Peter 
Lorre. In “BLACK FRIDAY” (Universal), his type- 
casting deviated when he was cast 68 a gangster. 
Though he was overshadowed by Karloff and Stan- 
ley Ridges, his one scene, where he was suffocated 
to death in a clothes closet, was chillingly realistic, 
especially when publicity releases revealed that he 
was actually hypnotized (by a noted hypnotist) 
prior to filming to heighten the realism! in his next, 
"THE WOLFMAN” (1941), he had a small but 
effective role in this rather well-done tale of a Were- 
wolf who terrorized the small, English village of 
Lanwelly. 

That same year, Lugosi began an association with 
Monogram Studios, a small-budget “quickie” outfit 
that lasted until 1944, Despite his. starring roles, 
these films did little except cheapen Lugosi's reputa- 
tion in films. In a few of these, such as “SPOOKS 
RUN WILD" with the East Side Kids, and “THE 
CORPSE VANISHES" (1941), Lugosi was teamed 
with an old woman (Minerva Urecal), her ugly son 
(Frank Moran) and a dwarf. This team provided 
ап interesting ghoulish relationship which, unfor- 
tunately, was not exploited beyond their two or 
three films together. This decline, however, was 
brightened by co-starring roles in “THE GHOST OF 
FRANKENSTEIN” (Universal, 1942), in which he 
re-created the role of Igor; “FRANKENSTEIN 
MEETS THE WOLFMAN” (Universal, 1943), а 
first-rate sequel.to "THE WOLFMAN,” in which һе 
portrayed the "Monster"; and a starring role іп 
Columbia's "RETURN OF THE VAMPIRE” 
(1944). During this year, he returned to the stage 
after his long absence to star as Jonathan Brewster 
in “ARSENIC AND OLD LACE.” He played the 
role originally created by Boris Karloff, The next 
year he appeared in the best of the Val Lewton- 
RKO shockers, “THE BODY SNATCHERS.” 
Though his role was small, the sinister scene in 
which Karloff intoxicates him before killing him, 
was a macabre highlight of the Вип. It was their 
last film together. The horror film cycle, coming to 
а close about then, reduced Lugosi’s appearances 
and quality. One о} these, a mediocre independent 
film, “SCARED TO DEATH,” deserves mention for 
the solitary reason that it was Lugosi's only color 
film (Cinecolor). 

A bright period during this time occurred when he 
was asked to recreate his original “DRACULA” role 
for Universal’s spoof, “ABBOTT AND COSTELLO 
MEET FRANKENSTEIN” in 1948. The result, an 
interesting and successful satire, turned out remark- 
ably well, and much to Lugosi’s rélief, did not injure 
the dignity of his “DRACULA” character, To keep 
working, he brought over his stage production of 
“DRACULA” to England in 1951 for the first time. 
(By this time, he had played the role on the stage over 
а 1,000 times.) At times it might be said that he lived 
the part off-stage. During his many stage tours, his 
bad back would be aggravated by the hard mattresses 
in most of the hotels. Using ingenuity, he would make 
arrangements to have his stage prop coffin sent to 
his hotel room, where he would spend the remainder 
of the evening sleeping in it. Before leaving England, 
Lugosi completed a film, “VAMPIRES OVER LON- 


ром” Because it was thought that British humor in 
the film wouldn't be understood by American audi- 
ences, it was never released here. 

The next few years were depressing ones for Lu- 
gosi, when producers unjustly labelled him a "has- 
been, and when the horror film lost its appeal. In 
addition to being out of work, his third wife divorced 
. The reinterest in horror films caused by the 
success of Warner Brothers’ “THE HOUSE OF 
WAX” (1953), raised Lugosi's spirits briefly. He had 
always wanted to remake “DRACULA” in color and 
wide screen, But his dream of a comeback never 
materialized. In 1955 the world was startled when 
newspaper headlines revealed that Lugosi was a vic- 
tim of drug addiction, Upon voluntarily committing 
himself to the Los Angeles Metropolitan Hospital, 
he disclosed that he had become addicted to drugs 
accidentally seventeen years ago when he used them 
to deaden leg pains. Lugosi added that the half- 
million dollars which he had earned in films was all 
spent, leaving him penniless, Following his release 
nearly three months later with a clean bill of health, 
he married the former Hope Lininger, a studio clerk 
who had been writing him fan letters for twenty 
years. His fortunes seemed on the rise when he was 
offered а small role in United Artists’ “THE BLACK 
SLEEP." Before the completion of his next film, 
“PLAN 9 FROM OUTER SPACE,” he died of a 
heart attack in his small apartment on August 16, 
1956. A double was substituted for the rest of his 
scenes. He was buried in Holy Crbss Cemetery wear- 
ing his “DRACULA” cape in honor of the role which 
earned him his greatest fame, 

Not many people knew that Lugosi, off-screen, was 
а cultured, sensitive individual who possessed а keen
